House  Authorizes  Aid 
To  D.  C.  Church  Hospitals 


WASHINGTON,  D.  C. — (RNS) — A  bill 
authorizing  federal  aid  to  District  of 
Columbia  church-related  and  non-profit 
hospitals  for  erecting  new  buildings 
was  passed  by  the  House  of  Represen¬ 
tatives  and  sent  to  the  Senate. 

The  measure  would  make  national 
and  District  of  Columbia  funds  avail¬ 
able  to  Providence  Hospital,  a  Roman 
Catholic  institution,  and  Sibley  Memorial 
Hospital,  a  Methodist  institution.  Both 
will  claim  the  funds  for  extensive  re- 
Jwilding  program  if  it  becomes  law. 

Rep.  A.  L.  Miller  (R-Neb.),  who  of¬ 
fered  an  amendment  to  make  the  con¬ 
tribution  a  non-interest  bearing  loan  in¬ 
stead  of  a  public  grant,  declared:  “I 
do  not  want  to  hear  any  more  economy 
cries  on  my  side  of  the  House,  when 
they  are  setting  up  a  new  policy  here 
which  permits  religious  organizations 
to  come  to  the  federal  treasurer  foe 
handouts.”  * 

The  measure,  as  approved  by  the 
House,  would  provide  federal  funds  for 
35  per  cent  of  the  cost  of  new  hospital 
buildings  and  District  moneys  for  an¬ 
other  15  per  cent,  leaving  the  private 
sponsors  to  raise  the  other  50  per  cent. 

(Editor's  Note:  In  other  words  people 
•II  over  the  United  States  will  be  taxed 
to  support  these  church-owned  hospitals 
to  Washington.  That  maans  that  YOU 


will  help  pay  for  thesa  hospitals.  This 
it  to  violate  the  ri9hts  of  con*ci#nc». 
As  Thomas  Jafferson  said  long  age,  "To 


no  possibility  that  the  Convention  would 
accept  such  a  invitation,  would  it  not 
be  a  wise  thing  to  discharge  thjj  com¬ 
mittee? 

This  would  save  us  from  the  futile 
and  harmful  discussion  which  has  been 
raging  since  the  San  Francisco  Con¬ 
vention.  One  who  did  not  attend  the 
Convention  would  get  the  impression  that 
the  major  item  of  business  was  whether 
we  should  join  some  ecumenical  move¬ 
ment.  As  a  matter  of  fact,  no  such 
question  was  before  us.

It  had  been  criticized  by  the  Baptisi 
Joint  Committee  on  Public  Affairs  and 
the  Washington  chapter  of  Protestants 
and  Other  Americans  United  for  Sep¬ 
aration  of  Church  and  State. 

Opponents  in  the  House  sought  a  roll 
call  vote  on  the  bill’s  passage,  but  only 
52  members  raised  their  hands  in  sup¬ 
port  of  such  a  method  of  voting — 20 
short  of  the  number  required.  House 
leaders  said  they  opposed  a  roll  call  be¬ 
cause  of  the  possibility  of  religious  con¬ 
troversy  to  which  members  would  have 
been  exposed,  and  which  leaders  of  both 
parties  in  the  House  desired  to  avoid. 

(Editor's  Note:  In  other  words  this 
seems  to  indicate  that  many  who  wo*»d 
for  tho  bill  woro  oithor  ashamed  of  their 
vote  or  wero  afraid  for  thoir  homofolks 
to  know  how  they  voted.)

MISSIONARIES  IN  SIAM 
IN  MIDST  OF  CIVIL  WAR 

The  recent  civil  war  in  Bangkok,  Thai¬ 
land,  gave  Southern  Baptist  missionaries 
there  an  added  reason  to  celebrate  the 
American  Fourth  of  July  holiday.  They 
met  together  at  the  polo  grounds  to  play 
games  and  eat  hamburgers.  Here  u 
what  had  happened:  « 

Their  annual  mission  meeting  closed 
its  session  at  5:00  p.  m.  on  June  29, 
and  the  missionaries  started  home  to 
find  that  the  streets  were  filled  with 
people  and  that  no  buses  or  streetcars 
were  running.  They  learned  that  the 
premier  had  been  kidnaped  an  hour 
before  at  a  public  meeting  in  which  a 
ship  was  being  given  to  Thailand  as 
a  gift  from  the  American  people.

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EAST  GERMAN  BAPTIST 
HOLD  FIRST  CONVENTION 

The  first  convention  of  German  Bap¬ 
tist  churches  in  the  Soviet-occupied  zone 
was  held  this  summer  with  418  messen¬ 
gers  and  many  guests,  according  to  a 
report  from  Dr.  Jacob  Meister,  president 
of  the  German  Baptist  Union. 

Dr.  Meister  writes:  “Great  meetings, 
moved  by  the  Word  of  God  and  inspired 
by  the  Spirk  of  God,  the  fresh  songs 
of  the  mixed  and  male  choirs,  the  in¬ 
spirational  singing  of  the  assembly,  the 
strengthening  and  harmonious  fellow¬ 
ship  of  the  children  of  God,  gave  testi-^ 
mony  that  our  God’s  city  still  has 
strength  to  overcome  and  has  spirit  and 
life.” 

In  the  German  Democratic  Republic, 
the  Soviet-occupied  zone  which  includes 
the  eastern  sector  of  Berlin,  there  are 
at  present  approximately  200  churches 
with  35,200  members.  Two  thousand 
forty-seven  converts  were  baptized  in 
1950.  The  gospel  is  being  preached  in 
750  churches  and  stations  by  160  preach¬ 
ers  and  780  voluntary  missionary  work¬ 
ers.  Christians  suffered  extreme  sacri¬ 
fices  to  build  the  20  new  halls  and  church 
buildings  which  were  dedicated  in  1950. 

Pastor  Otto  Soltau  of  the  Baptist 
Church  Berlin-W eissensee,  who  was  re¬ 
elected  president  of  the  Baptist  Union 
East-Germany  and  East  Berlin, 
said  in  his  report  to  the  convention: 
“God  guides  all  things  according  to 
His  wonderful  counsel,  but  so,  that  world 
history  serves  as  scaffold  for  the  build¬ 
ing  of  his  kingdom.  We  understand  the 
great  God  not  always  in  his  thoughts, 
guiding,  and  permissions.  But  with  the 
‘nevertheless  of  faith’  we  overcome  all 
doubts,  cares,  and  difficulties  in  the 
certain  hope  that  all  happenings  of  these 
times'  serve  his  children,  his  church, 
and  his  entire  work  only  for  the  very 
best.”

DEDICATING  THE  OVERAGE 

At  the  beginning  of  the  year  when  The 
Baptist  Tabernacle  of  Atlanta,  Georgia, 
adopted  it*  budget  the  committee  was 
conservative  in  appropriations  and  rec¬ 
ommended  that  the  "overage”  be  divid¬ 
ed  fifty-fifty  between  the  building  fund 
and  missions.  The  missions  committee 
recommended  that  the  missions  overage 
be  divided  fifty-fifty  between  home  mis¬ 
sions  and  foreign  missions. 

At  the  end  of  the  first  quarter  the 
finance  committee  found  that  there  was 
an  overage  of  $500.00  a  month  for  mis¬ 
sions.  This  meant  $250.00  a  month  for 
home  missions. 

A  NEGLECTED  FIELD 

Dr.  Paul  S.  James,  pastor  and  mem¬ 
ber  of  the  missions  committee  of  The 
Baptist  Tabernacle  made  inquiry  con¬ 
cerning  new  work  among  Indians  and 
found  that  the  Home  Mission  Board  had 
no  work  among  the  Apache  Indians  of 
Arizona.  A  student  in  Grand  Canyon 
College  at  Prescott  was  doing  some  vol¬ 
untary  work  among  the  Apache  Indians 
in  the  White  River  Reservation.  Hear¬ 
ing  of  that  work  and  the  possibilities 
open  to  definite  mission  service.  The 
Tabernacle  voted  to  challenge  the  Home 
Mission  Board  to  enter  the  Apache  res¬ 
ervation. 

Rev.  and  Mrs.  E.  C.  Branch  were 
named  as  missionaries  to  the  Apache 
Indians  in  Arizona  where  there  are  some 
6.000  on  two  reservations,  the  White 
River  and  the  San  Carlos.  The  Branches 
are  living  at  Lakeside.  Arizona,  for  the 
time  being.  Already  they  are  at  work 
among  the  Apaches.  They  have  laid  the 
fuondation.  As  soon  as  permission  can 
be  secured  for  a  building  site  and  equip¬ 
ment  on  the  reservation  the  mission¬ 
aries  will  be  closer  to  their  work.  They 
have  their  own  trailer  house  in  which 
they  have  been  living.  Recently  they 
moved  from  Prescott  where  they  had 
been  attending  college  to  Lakeside  from 
which  point  they  are  taking  up  their

METHODIST  ORGANIZING  100

Methodist  Laymen’s  Clubs  are  being 
organized  at  the  rate  of  100  a  month, 
Chilton  G.  Bennett,  executive  secretary 
of  the  denomination’s  General  Board 
of  Lay  Activities,  said  in  Chicago.

The  hopeful  side  of  it  is  that  enough 
churches  have  so  succeeded  in  enrolling 
and  using  Young  People  as  to  justify 
the  feting  that  we  can  have  more  Young 
People  than  Juniors  or  Intermediates. 
The  age  span  for  Young  People  is  ex¬ 
actly  twice  that  of  either  the  Junior  or 
the  Intermediate  department. 

The  great  need  here,  as  elsewhere, 
is  good  teachers,  capable  leaders,  ade¬ 
quate  organization,  sufficient  building 
space,  and  proper  recognition  and  using 
of  these  Young  People.  They  are  re¬ 
sponsive  if  rightly  approached  and  dealt 
with. 

This  Is  Important  , 

The  fact  that  in  every  report  where 
churches  made  provision  for  the  17- 
year  group  promoted  last  year  there 
are  more  enrolled  than  when  they  were 
promoted  is  both  significant  and  sug¬ 
gestive. 

Also,  the  response  in  providing  for 
married  Young  People  is  likewise  sig¬ 
nificant.  Such  provision  makes  a  very 
direct  appeal  to  these  people,  and  makes 
it  much  easier  to  reach  and  teach  them. 

In  our  plans  for  the  new  year,  which 
begins  October  1,  let  us  not  overlook 
the  vital  matter  of  making  more  ade¬ 
quate  provision  for  this  large  and  valu¬ 
able  group  of  people,  so  many  of  whom 
we  are  not  now  reaching  because  we 
have  not  adequately  provided  for  them. 
They  need  this  spiritual  ministry  as 
much  as  any  others,  and  they  are  the 
ones  who  are  in  large  measure  estab¬ 
lishing  the  homes  of  the  country.

minister  to  the  spiritual  and  emotional 
needs  of  men.  There  are  times  when 
no  language  save  that  of  music  can  .ex¬ 
press  human  emotions. 

As  music  has  slowly  developed  from 
the  primitive  sounds  of  aboriginal  peo¬ 
ples  to  the  noble  creations  of  immortal 
masters,  poets  have  recognized  that  be¬ 
yond  and  above  speech  there  is  the 
mystic  medium  of  music  by  which  man 
soars  to  his  highest  spiritual  strata. 
Carlyle  said: 

“Music  is  a  kind  of  inarticulate  un¬ 
fathomable  speech  which  leads  us  on 
to  the  edge  of  the  Infinite.”  *- 

The  holy  Scriptures  present  a  chal¬ 
lenge  and  responsibility  to  the  leaders 
of  church  music  that:  praises  are  to  be 
sung  unto  the  Lord,  new  songs  are  to 
be  learned,  and  an  opportunity  provid¬ 
ed  in  which  all  people  can  participate. 

Many  factors  enter  into  the  building 
of  a  song  service  which  aids  in  leading 
the  unsaved  to  Christ  and  challenges 
Christians  to  higher  planes  of  experi¬ 
ence  and  service. 

I.  LEADERSHIP 
1.  SONG  LEADER 

The  song  leader  must  be  a  Christian, 
believing  in  the  mission  of  music  in 
the  church,  and  should  love  gospel 
music.  He  should  have  a  love  for  all 
people  and  should  carry  the  burden  of 
lost  souls  upon  his  heart.  The  relation¬ 
ship  between  the  song  leader,  the  pastor 
and  the  evangelist  should  be  one  of 
mutual  confidence  and  respect.  He 
should  never  assume  authority  that  be¬ 
longs  to  the  evangelist  or  to  the  pastor. 

He  should  build  the  song  service  with 
a  definite  purpose  in  mind  .  .  .  correlate 
songs,  remarks,  special  music,  and 
general  theme  and  fit  the  music  into  the 
evangelist’s  general  theme.  His  train¬ 
ing  must  enable  him  to  lead  a  great 
congregation  in  a  happy,  soul-stirring 
song  service. 

In  addition,  the  song  leader  should 
organize  and  direct  choirs,  lead  prayer 
meetings,  ^soul-winning  bands  and  de¬ 
cision  services.  It  is  not  essential  that 
he  be  a  soloist.  The  things  already 
mentioned  are  far  more  important.  A 
church  should  be  just  as  careful  in  its 
selection  of  a  song  leader  as  in  its 
choice  of  an  evangelist. 

2.  PIANIST. 

In  considering  the  musical  program 


for  a  revival,  the  pianist  should  be  a 
key  person. 

The  pianist,  too,  must  be  a  Christian. 
The  spiritual  condition  of  the  leaders 
means  more  in  winning  lost  souls  than 
any  particular  abilities  they  might  pos¬ 
sess. 

Hymns  are  most  suitable  for  the  pre¬ 
lude  for  a  revival  service  and  such 
spirited  hymns  as  “Revive  Us  Again" 
cause  people  to  want  to  sing. 

Musical  interludes,  offertories  and 
specials  are  more  effective  if  they  ara 
hymns. 

When  playing  for  congregational  sing¬ 
ing  the  introduction  should  be  the  irs 
few  measures  of  the  song  and  shou 
end  in  the  key  in  which  the  song  * 
written.  It  should  be  long  but  seldom 
i.  it  necessary  to  play  the  entire  hymn. 

The  rhythm  should  be  firm  and 
tinct  and  only  such  chords  an  run 
should  be  added  that  would  enablf s  tt 

congregation  to  sing  with  greater
